Hb.sldents of hllisidos In the cen- 
tral portion of , the city seemingly 
were 
sa/o from the roaring furnace consuming 
the business section. 
They watched 
the 
towerli\g mounds of flames and speculat- 
ed a s to the extent of territory doomed. 
Suddenly there was a whispered a l a r m up 
and downt the long lino of watchers »and 
they hurried aiway to drag clothing, cook- 
ing uteiisils and scanty provisions through 
. the streets. 
F r o m Grand avenue tho pro- 
cession moved westward. 
Men and wo- 
men dragged 
trunks 
a n d ' ' packed 
hugo 
bundles of blarikels, boxes of provisions— 
everything. 
Wagons could not be hired 
except by paying the most 
extortionate 
rates. 
B u i t h e r e was no panic. 
The peo- 
ple are calm, stunned. 
They soem, not to 
realize the extent of the calamity.

This decision -v^as to bombard the en- 
tiro section of tho clly lying along the 
east side' of Vanness avenue f r o m Golden

sixteen 
blocks in all, containing < the homes 
of 
ipaily millionaires and apartment houses. 
The, niilUaiV w a s nollflod " and barrels of 
gunpow;aei', the only remaining explosive 
in tho citj', were laken f r o m tho presidiò, 
Ft. McDowell a t Alcatrasj and other near- 
by posts. 
Hundreds of police, regiments 
of soldiers and scores of volunteers were 
sent Into the doomed district' to warn the 
people to flee., These heroically lesponded 
to the demand of the Jaw and went brave- 
ly on their way, ti'UdgiHg.painfully over 
the paveinents with thé iittie thoy could 
get together. 
Every available wagon was 
takcn\b,v tho military to can:y powdpr.

heat is threatening danger, for the dead, 
in many Instances, aro lying in tho streets 
among tho ruins. 
Thè authorities are do- 
ing ail in their power to remove bodies In 
oi:der t h a t a pestilence m a y be prevnted. 
It has been necessary repeatedly to re- 
move tile injured from places where they 
had sought refuge, for the lire kept in- 
creasing with alarmjiig rapidity and wa- 
ter Is the incessant croy of the firemen 
and 
people—one wants it to 
flght,

other to drinkr-but there is only a scant 
drinking supply.
